On Thursday, January 29, 
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NATURAL SCIENCE SECTION 
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Sunday, Jonuary 11, was an ideal day for 
the NSS hike in Marin County. Only a few 
species of manzanita were in bloom, but 
other treats made up for this lack. Gar- 
rya elliptica (silk tassel bush) lived up 
to its name with a superb show of tassel- 
like flower clusters. Also in bloom were 
two species of Ceanothus (C.thyrsiflorus, 
and C, sordiatus), Castilleia fliolosa 
(woolly paintbrush), the sticky monkey 


flower (Diplacus), and the California laur-complishing at the present time. . 


el (Umbellularia californica). Most 
memorable to the writer, however, is the 
small group of red and orange mushrooms 
growing by the side of the Mett Davis 
Trail, which were perfectly placed and 
lighted for Kodachrome, probably because 
the portrait attachment for the camera 
had been left at homet 

Those present wondered if the great 
quantities of red berries remaining on 
the Photinia arbutifolia (toyon berry) 
indicated that the birds had been able 
to find more than the usual amount of 
other foods. 

At the regular monthly meeting, Paul 
F. Covell, Ranger Naturalist of the Oak- 
land Park Department, took the members 
and their guests on an enjoyable Koda- 
chrome tour. The wildlife refuge at 
Lake Merritt with its now famous citizens 
were featured conspicuously in the tour. 
Other Oakland parks, many of them only 
small, contributed interesting specimens 
of native and introduced trees, as did 
some private gardens. Travels farther 
afield took us to Point Lobos and the 


Sierra Nevada.
